LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Tennessee 
Highway 
Director 


said today that he felt sure Ar- 
kansas and Tennessee could 
reach agreement on how much 
each is to pay for construction 
of a Mississippi River bridge 
linking the states.

Pack, 
the 
director, 


said the bridge "would be a 
great asset to Memphis and 
Tennessee." 


"We're very anxious to see 


the bridge built," he said in a 
telephone interview. 


The highway commission of 


Arkansas and Tennessee are to 
meet in Memphis June 9 to iron 
out financing of the proposed 
bridge. 


The federal government will 


pay 90 per cent of the $50 mil- 
lion cost, and Arkansas wants 
Tennessee to pay $3 million of 
the remaining $5 million. 


Wayne Hampton of Stuttgart, 


chairman of the Arkansas com- 
mission, said 
Tennessee and 


Memphis would reap most of 
the benefits from the bridge and 
should pay more. 


The meeting of the two groups 


was announced Wednesday at 
an Arkansas Highway Commis- 
sion meeting. 


The commission 
revised 
its 


1963-64 budget to provide addi- 
tional funds for highway better- 
ment in six counties. The new 
budget includes $1.25 million 
for such projects, purchase of 
machinery and vehicles.

An arms deal between the

officials obviously believe 


the reports are true, and they 
fear the possibility of new vio- 
lence between the Greek popu- 
lation and the Turkish minority 


The most serious source of 


current 
tension between 
the 


world's two major powers, how- 
ever, is the crisis in Southeast 
Asia. Faced with Communist of- 
fensives in both Laos and South 
Viet Nam, the United States has 
been employing all kinds of 
diplomatic pressures to per- 
suade Red China and Commu- 
nist North Viet Nam to stop the 
fighting in Laos, and to realize 
the dangers of an expanded war 
in Viet Nam. 


Privately, officials said the 


United Stales had really got no 
help from the Soviets in its ef- 
forts to bring the crisis under 
control. On the contrary, they 
noted a sharpening turn in So- 
viet propaganda, coupled with 
warnings against a greater U.S. 
intervention in the area. 


Other sources of tension in- 


clude continuing Soviet support 
for Cuba as a Communist beach- 
head in the Western Hemis- 
phere. In fact, given the possi- 
bility of some Cuban action 
against U.S. reconnaissance 
planes, many authorities here 
still see the situation in the 
Caribbean as a potential pow- 
derkeg. 


The parallel trend 
of im- 


proved relations dates from the 
Cuban missile crisis in the fall 
of 1962. As the great powers 
backed away from the confron- 
tation that had carried the 
world seemingly to the edge of 
nuclear war, there were many 
statements 
from both Soviet 


and American leaders that steps 
must 
be 
taken 
urgently to 


strengthen the prospers for 
peace. 


The first of the agreements 


that resulted was an agreement 
to open up a "hot line" between 
Washington and Moscow, so 
that in any future crisis the men 
with the power of decision could 
communicate with speed and se- 
crecy. 


The next major development 


was the successful negotiation 
in signing of a treaty imposing 
a limited ban on the testing of 
nuclear weapons.

WASHINGTON (AP) — That 


big hole at the top of the gov- 
ernment—the empty vice presi- 
idency—is still there. Congress 
Is making sounds about doing 
something and, as usual, it's all 
uncertain. 


Equally important, 
perhaps 


more so. is the twin problem 
never yet settled by law: presi- 
Hjential disability. For instance: 
*Vho decides the next in line 
should be president if the presi- 
dent refuses to admit he can't 
do his job? 


If Congress does act this year 


—it may not be able to because 
the Southern filibuster on civil 
rights has everything gummed 
up—it will probably be in the 
form of a constitutional amend- 
ment. 
€ Starting out, that needs a 
two-thirds vote by House and 
Senate. Next, three-fourths of 
the states' legislatures must ap- 
prove. This could take several 
years. 
-Congress long ago tried to 


.provide for the line of succes- 
sion if the president died and 
there was no vice president. 
But it has never tackled the 
{disability problem. 


Here are some examples of 


what Congress has done to cov- 
er the situation if there's no 
vice president and the presi- 
dent dies: - 


; - • By act of March 1, 1793, Con- 
gress provided for the Senate's 
president pro tempore (one of 
the senators) and the speaker 
«f the House to succeed to the 
-presidency in that order. That 
"-lasted 93 years. 


, On Jan. 21, 1886, Congress 
p a s s e d another act. 
This 


knocked out the 1793 law and 
said the line of succession 
should be through the Cabinet, 
starting with the secretary of 
state. That lasted 61 years. 
. On July 18, 1947, Congress 
changed the law: again. Now the 
line of succession

Ellsworth I. Davis, president of 
the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion, said Tuesday the problem 
of creating a 12-foot navigation 
channel from Baton Rouge to 
Memphis is basically stabiliza- 
ion of the Mississippi River, 


"It's a matter of deepening 


shallow stretches in between 
longer areas of deep water," 
Davis 
said at a commission 


hearing in Memphis. 


"We need to create a channel 


which at low water would be 
narrow enough so we could get 
the maximum depth." 


Several Mid - South business- 


men and development leaders 
stressed an urgent need for the 
12-foot channel to alleviate the 
effect low water conditions have 
on the Mid-South economy. 


Herbert S. Escli, chairman of 


the Memphis and West Mem- 
phis Area Development Commit- 
tee, pointed out that a 12-foot 
channel this past winter would 
have "assured the uninterrupt- 
ed movement of river traffic, 
not only by barge tows, but by 
ocean-going vessels . . ." 


At present, a 12-foot channel 


exists to about 50 miles north 
of 
Natchez, Miss. Davis 
has 


said the channel will be com- 
plete to Cairo, 111., by 1970. if 
funds are allocated.

ness. And I learned about stocks 
by sitting around brokers' offi- 
ces during the depression. They 
had lots of free chairs in those 
days." 


Whenever White is out of town 


testifying on a case, he carries 
on his regular office work by 
mail. 


He said he developed this sys- 


tem a few years ago so that he 
could take what he calls "a full- 
fledged 
vacation"

Rockefeller 
Sees Victory 
in California 


By JACK BELL 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Gov. 


Nelson A. Rockefeller apparent- 
ly believes he has welded a 
responsibility key that will un- 
lock the doors to victory in Cal- 
ifornia's vital Republican pres- 
idential primary next Tuesday. 


The New York governor has 


tossed overboard the underdog 
role he played expertly in win- 
ning 
the 
May 
15 Oregon 


primary. In that contest he 
damaged beyond practical re- 
pair the potential candidacy of 
U.S. Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge. 


Rockefeller now is reported 


highly confident he can handily 
defeat Sen. Barry Goldwater, 
K-Ariz., in next week's voting 
and thus blight the Arizona con- 
servative's burgeoning drive for 
the 655 convention votes need- 


ed for the presidential nomina- 
tion. 


Rockefeller's public prediction 


that if he wins Calilornia's 86 
votes in Tuesday's balloting he 
will have 400 convention votes 
on .the first ballot is privately { 
chalked up in his own camp as 
a booboo. 


Even if he can field all of New 


York's 92 votes—of which there 
is some doubt—Oregon's 18 and 
California's 86 would give him 
just 196. He probably would go 
over the 200 mark but would 
Still be a distant second to Gold- 
water on the first countdown at 
the San Francisco meeting. 


But his victory in Oregon and 


his confidence that he can win 
in California have restored the 
governor's obviously faltering 
faith—which he never conceded 
publicly—that he could win the 
nomination for himself. 


Nobody around him was will- 


ing to admit it aloud, but until 
Oregon came along and Cali- 
fornia began to look good, 
the

garded by the political pros as 


little more than a desperate ef- 
fort to stop Goldwater. 


the pros are not ready quite

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Congress Will 
Not Yield 
Privileges

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gress is distinguished by its 
grim 
determination 
to 
yield 


none of its privileges. It has two 
rules of conduct: One for itself 
and a different one for other 
pp'jple. 


•'I is supposed to he the sym- 


bol of democratic government, 
but for years some of its mem- 
bers, mostly liberal senators, 
have urged Congress to do to it- 
self what it requires others to 
do. 


Now it's being urged anew, 


as a result of the Bobby Baker 
case-—but once again, embar- 
rassed though it is, it will prob- 
ably do nothing. This is what is 
meant: 


Congress years ago passed a 


law, 
and later tightened and 


broadened it, to prevent con- 
flict of interest among employ- 
es of the executive branch of 
government. Conflict of interest 
means 
mixing a government 


job with personal gain. 


For example: Men appointed 


by the president to high position 
are required to get rid of stock 
they hold in companies dealing 
with the government. But this 
does not apply to members of 
Congress or its employes. 


Liberal senators have pro- 


posed 
Congress pass similar 


legislation on itself, its own code 
of ethics to prevent conflict of 
interest. Congress has ignored 
them. 


But from last November until 


March the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee investigated the finan- 
cial doings of Baker who, as 
secretary of 
the 
Democratic 


majority in the Senate, earned 
$19,GOO a year. 


The 
investigation disclosed 


that while he held this job he 
had accumulated a business for- 
tune of about $2 million. He was 
called to testify but refused to. 


While the full Senate author- 


ized the committee to examine 
Uie financial or business inter- 
ests or activities of any Senate 
employe, it did not authorize 
the investigation of any senator 
who might have been involved 
with Baker. 


Baker was a fantastic wheel- 


er and dealer. A report' pre- 
pared by the committee staff 
last week, while attaching no 
criminal blame to him, accused 
him of "gross improprieties" in 
getting, his job mixed up with 
private business. 


But the report was harsh on 


the Senate, saying: "No amount 
of sophislry can relieve the Sen- 
ate of the public criticism now 
directed against it." 


The report suggested that to 


protect its name 'the 
Senate 


should write a code of ethics 
for itself. And it proposed the 
Senate and its employes be 
compelled to disclose publicly 
their 
outside income and its 


sources. 


The Senate Republican lead- 


er, Everett M. Dirksen of Illi- 
nois, opposed this suggestion as 
he had similar ones in the ,past. 
He said, "I have never been in 
favor of making 'class b' citi- 
zens out of senators."

Atlanta New 
Target of

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court today directed 
the U.S. District Court in Atlan- 
ta to make a new examination 
of that city's latest plan for ra- 
cial desegregation of its public 
schools.

step after hearing argument by 
counsel for Negroes that Atlan- 
ta's 
Grade-A-Year desegrega 


tion plan was invalid. 


The Supreme Court, in an un- 


signed order, said that the At- 
lanta Board of Education, on 
April 8, had adopted a "new 
formal resolution" on assign 
ment of pupils and this plan 
should be appraised by the low 
er court "in a proper evidenci 
ary hearing." 


The Atlanta Board of Educa 


tion acted after arguments were 
heard before the Supreme Coun 
on March 31. 


In the arguments, counsel for 


Negroes said Atlanta began de 
segregation in the fall of 196: 
with (he 11th and 12th grades 
The plan then called for the ad 
dilion of another grade each 
year, working downward, wit! 
all 12 grades desegregated in 
1971.
